WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration 
backed 


down today on a food stamp 
plan proposed in April to cut 
off 275,000 higher-income wel- 
fare families. But-the adminis- 
tration stuck to earlier strategy 
for reducing stamp benefits to 
them. 


The revised 
proposal, an- 


nounced by the Agriculture De- 
partment, is designed to imple- 
ment a new food stamp law 
passed by Congress late last 
year. Barring further hangups, 
officials expect most states and 
counties to have the' new plan 
in operation by early 1972. 


At the present time anyone 


on welfare 
in 
participating 


counties is eligible for govern- 
ment food stamps. In April, un- 
der new uniform national in- 
come standards, proposed by 
the Agriculture Department 
many persons in states with 
larger welfare payments would 
have been cut off. 


Now, according to the revi- 


sion, all welfare people will be 
eligible for food stamps regard- 
less of their cash welfare bene- 
fits.

Vaccination 
of Horses to 
Start Friday 


Vaccination of horses, mules, 


and other animals of the equine 
group 
against 
Venezuelan 


Equine Encephalomyelitis will 
begin in Hempstead County 
Friday of this week, according to 
Calvin 
Caldwell, 
County 


Extension Agent. Dr. Herbert 
Rogers, 
Veterinarian 
will 


administer 
the 
vaccine. 


Vaccination is compulsory and 
all members of the equine group 
from one day of age and older 
are to be vaccinated. 


There is no charge to the horse 


owner for the vaccination. We 
will set up some vaccination 
clinics so that more animals may 
be vaccinated in a shorter 
period, the County Agent said. 
One of the first clinics will be 
held at the 3rd District Livestock 
Show Rodeo Arena. Only the 
owners of horses that have been 
scheduled for vaccination will be 
vaccinated on any given day. In 
other words do not bring your 
horses for vaccination if you 
have not been notified to do so. 


Dr. Rogers must pick up a new 


batch of vaccine each day, so it is 
necessary that he knows the 
exact number to be vaccinated 
that day. Any vaccine not used 
that day must be discarded.

777-5771 or fill out the blank on 
page 9 of this issue and return it 
to the Extension Service Office, 
Hempstead County Courthouse,

Drill Will 
Be Sent

. DENVER (AP) — A sophis- 
ticated drill is going to 
the moon with the Apollo 15 
mission to enable astronaut Da- 
vid R. Scott to take the moon's 
temperature. 


The 29-pound unit—which will 


weigh

moon—is a hand-held, battery- 
powered drill that works on a 
rotary percussion principle. It 
bores by hammering tungsten- 
carbide cutters through the sur- 
face and will be called upon to 
cut two 10-foot-deep holes in the 
lunar surface during the first 
scheduled moon walk, Aug. 1.

Agreement

The 
United Transportation 


Union reached a tentative con- 
tract agreement today with the 
Chicago & North Western Rail- 
way Co., but three other rail- 
roads

strikes Saturday.

Southern railroads continued, 
with federal mediators report- 
ing no progress in attempts to 
end the dispute over work 
rules. 


The union had threatened to 


widen the rail walkout to the 
C&NW. Still scheduled for a 
UTU strike at 6 a.m. Saturday 
were the Norfolk & Western, 
Santa Fe and Southern Pacific. 
Six other carriers were due for 
walkouts on July 30. 


Today's settlement involved 


only the C&NW and covered 
wages and fringe benefits as 
well as work rules over a 42- 
month period. 


Meanwhile, small groups of

continued on strike today, def- 
ying their international union's 
back-to-work order for a second 
day. 


The holdouts said they were

Says Airport 
Security 
Is Lax

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


James V. Schaefer, 30, admit- 
ted partner in a $100-million 
airport theft ring, says security 
at several national airports is 
as lax now as it was two years 
ago when he was rifling mail- 
bags for a living. 


Schaefer toured airports ear- 


lier this month with Senate in- 
vestigators, returning to the 
scene of crimes he said he and 
fellow thieves committed be- 
tween 1968 and 1970. 


He outlined the tour and his 


career to the Senate's per- 
manent investigations subcom- 
mittee Tuesday. 


"I stole more than any of 


them," Schaefer said, as he de- 
tailed under oath his activities 
and contacts in the underworld. 
His gang, Schaefer told sena- 
tors, was led by Robert Cudak, 
who testified before Senate in- 
vestigators earlier.

•"top secret" were 'part of the 
loot Schaefer said he found. 


"I recall we found diagrams 


of what I believe was a Polaris 
missile, or at least a ballistic 
missile system of some kind," 
Schaefer said. "Finding this 
material in the bags always 
scared us. We tried to get rid 
of it as fast as we could. 


"We burned the missile dia- 


grams and then we ran over 
the ashes many times with a 
truck. Other classified material 
we either burned or threw in 
the ocean."

Anthony Mannarino, was identi- 
fied by Schaefer as a fence 
with whom the gang dealt. But

WASHINGTON (AP) - Eg- 


ypt and the United States are 
still 
divorced diplomatically, 


but a small U.S. Naval medical 
research team is fighting quiet- 
ly in Cairo against diseases 
plaguing the Arab World. 


Navy officials say the Egyp- 


tian government has been ex- 
tremely hospitable to the little- 
known team of American Navy 
doctors and medical specialists 
through most of the ups and 
downs of U.S.-Egyptian rela- 
tions. 


Along with other Americans, 


the Navy team was kicked out 
of Egypt in June 1967 when the 
Arabs and Israelis went to war. 


But immediately after that 


brief war, although 
Egypt 


broke diplomatic relations with 
the United States, the Cairo 
government invited the Navy 
research group to return. 


The American medics came 


back—and found Egyptian em- 
ployes had protected the labo- 
ratory 
from 
anti-American 


mobs. 


"They were ready to walk in 


and go back to work," said Dr. 
Robert A. Frosch, the Navy's 
research 
and 
development 


chief. 


Today the Navy medical re- 


searchers are the only U.S. mil- 
itary men in Egypt, which is 
host to thousands, of uniformed 
Russian advisers. 
* 


Frosch told inquiring con- 


gressmen that Egyptian offi- 
cials have been hospitable to 
the American Navy men "es- 
sentially because they are pro- 
ducing a product of medical 
knowledge on local medical 
problems." 


But there is another reason, 


Frosch said. "They do, when 
requested by the Egyptian gov- 
ernment, some direct medical 
practice work for the govern- 
ment."

Comments 
on Ripon 
Society

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


temporary president of the Rip- 
on Society of Arkansas insists 
that the formation of a state 
chapter of the society is not an 
outgrowth of the dispute .within 
the ranks of the Young Republi- 
can League of Arkansas. 


Tom Dillard, state chairman 


of the YRL last year, was elect- 
ed temporary president of -he 
society during a meeting last 
Sunday of "less than 10 per- 
sons" in North Little Rock. 


Dillard said he had sent in- 


vitations to 20 to 25 Republicans 
to attend the meeting to discuss 
forming a state group with a na- 
tional society official. 


The society is a liberal fac- 


tion of the GOP, but Dillard 
says that its purpose is to con- 
duct governmental research and 
recommend improvements. He 
also said that the society backs 
"progressive" GOP candidates. 


Dillard was chairman of the 


state YR group last year when 
it adopted what he termed a 
"radical platform" during its 
convention. 


He said the platform, which 


included calling for the legaliza- 
tion of marijuana and abortions, 
was not a result due to a 
change in the thinking of the 
YRs. 
Rather, he said, for the 


first time the college-age YRs 
found 
themselves 
in 
the 


majority. 


The YRs again adopted a lib- 


eral platform this year, which 
raised the eyebrows of state Re- 
publican officials. Charles T. 
Bernard of Earle state GOP 
chairman, indicated the state 
party might step into the youth's 
organization. 


However, another faction 


within the YR organization met 
a short time later and elected a 
complete new set of officers and 
adopted a new platform. Both 
facts met and agreed to com- 
pletely reorganize 
the state 


group into three age classifica- 
tions. 


Dillar said the members of 


the Ripon society would be pri- 
marily postcollege age, ranging 
from 20 to 30. He said not all 
members of the society would 
be members of the YRL. 


Dillard said the Arkansas so- 


ciety has been named a "pro- 
visional" arm of the national or- 
ganization and would not be 
made permanent until it could 
prove it can "sustain" itself — 
both financially and as a group.

size of the staff authorized for 
Gov. 
Dale Bumpers and the 


state funds committed to the op- 
eration of the governor's office 
are the highest in Arkansas his- 
tory. 


Bumpers has been authorized 


a staff of 23. Additionally, his of- 
fice currently is utilizing the 
services of an Arkansas Indus- 
trial Development Corp. em- 
ploye on loan to the chief ex- 
ecutive. 


In the final year of the last 


term of ex-Gov. Winthrop Rock- 
efeller, the General Assembly 
provided for a payroll of 17 per- 
sons, not counting the governor. 


Bumpers also has managed to 


obtain a $66,000 Ozarks Regional 
Commission grant to provide 
salaries for four more positions 
in connection with his office's

However, after the guberna- 


torial victory of Bumpers over 
Rockefeller, the legislature fat- 
tened this amount with an ap- 
propriation of $20,341, including 
$13,400 to increase salaries un- 
der Bumpers. 


This year, the legislature ap- 


propriated $259,828 for opera- 
tions of, the office in the fiscal^ 
year 'that began July 1 and 
$260,196 for the 1972-73 fiscal 
year beginning next July 1. 


On top of that, 
Bumpers 


draws the $10,000 salary annaul- 
ly as provided by the state's 
Constitution.

fJeorge W. Kenote, chairman 


of the board of trustees of Men- 
ominee Enterprises in Neopit, 
Wis., 
and Miss Deer advised 


Congress to repudiate a 1954 
policy advocating termination 
of Indian tribes. 


"We do not think termination 


is a valid course of govern- 
ment and Indian affairs when it 
dispossesses and makes Indians 
landless," Kenote said. 


In 1954, the tribe had $10 mil- 


lion in the U.S. Treasury and a 
forest valued at $36 million and 
was one of the few tribes pay- 
ing for most of its federal serv- 
ices. 


In 1951, the Menominees won 


a $7.fi-million judgment against 
the- Bureau of Indian Affairs for 
mismanagement, 
then 
asked 


that $5 million of that be dis- 
tributed among tribal mem- 
bers. 


Such a bill passed the House 


but the late Sen. Arthur V. 
Watkins, R-Utah, demanded an 
end—termination—of 
federal 


supervision and aid to the tribe. 


The tribal council took two 


votes, Miss Deer said, and, on 
the second, rejected termina- 
tion, 197 to 0. 


Congress 
terminated 
the 


Menominees anyway in 1954 
and the tribe's prosperity soon 
began fading, she said. 


In 1961, BIA health, education 


and utility services ended. The 
reservation school and hospital 
were closed because they didn't 
meet state standards, and nei- 
ther a doctor nor dentist has 
practiced since in the county 
which the tribe formed.

Astronauts 
Ease Off on 
Training

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— The Apollo 15 astronauts to- 
day eased off on a heavy train- 
ing program 
that began 16 


months ago, relaxing for Mon- 
day's blastoff to the moon and 
one of history's most important 
scientific explorations. 


David R. Scott and James B. 


Irwin planned a review of 
procedures to be followed be- 
fore and after the three ex- 
cursions they are to make dur- 
ing 67 hours on the lunar sur- 
face. 


Included are depressurizing 


and repressurizing the lunar 
module cabin, donning and re- 
moving 
suits 
and 
checking 


communications and life sup- 
port systems. 


Alfred M. Worden scheduled 


some time in the command 
module simulator, 
rehearsing 


maneuvers 
and science ex- 


periments planned for the three 
days he is to orbit the moon 
while his companions explore 
below. 


The National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration said to- 
day marks the start of a.more 
relaxing schedule as launch 
day nears. Scott, Irwin and 
Worden, who began training for 
the mission in March 1970, are 
scheduled to start their 12-day 
journey on a Saturn 5 rocket at 
9:34 a.m. EOT Monday. 


"They are in excellent condi- 


tion for launch," Dr. Charles A. 
Berry, the astronauts' 
chief 


physician said after they had 
been examined by a team of 
three specialists for four hours. 
The doctors also gathered me- 
dical data for in-flight and post- 
flight comparison. 


The astronauts will receive 


brief 
daily 
checkups 
until 


launch day. 


At the launch pad, the coun- 


tdown, which began Tuesday, 
continued smoothly. 


During 
the 
night, 
crews 


loaded gaseous helium to pres- 
surize fuel tanks in the com- 
mand ship and conducted leak 
checks of the lunar module 
tanks. 


Scott and Irwin are to land 


on the moon July 30 at a site 
they call Hadley Apennine. It is 
surrounded by the 15,000-foot- 
tall peaks of the Apennine 
Mountains and a meandering 
gorge named Hadley Rille. 


The site was selected because 


it will enable the moonmen to 
drive their 
four-wheel moon 


buggy to five geologically inter- 
esting features. These are the 
mountain front, which may con- 
tain original lunar crust; the 
gorge, perhaps carved by lava 
flow; impact craters; a flat 
area called the Marsh of De- 
cay, 
and craters which may 


have been volcano eruptions.
